with deadly mallice:howbeit, the moze they ſpake andſ&m- 
ed fo grudge againſt ſuch ſozetouls, tallages and cruell op- 
pꝛeſſtons as were daily deuiſed to their vtter vndoings, the 
moꝛe they were burdened after the manner of the bondage 
which the childzenof Iſrael ſometime ſaffcred in Egipf,foz 
on the other ſide the Nozmans perceiuing the hatred which 
the Engliſhmen did beare towardes them, wereſo2eoffens 
ded in their mindes, and therefoꝛe ſought by all manner of 
waies how to kæpe them vnder. In like ſozt, did not Wil. 
Rufus ouerthzow diuers and ſundzy townes, pariſhes, vil- 
lages and buildings, foꝛ the ſpace ofth2& miles together, to 
make thereof a Fozreft, which to this day is called the new 
Foꝛreſt foz wilde beaſts and deare, whereby noſmall mem- 
ber ofthe poꝛe loſt their houles, their lands and linings, foz 
the maintenance ofſauage-beaits, of whoſe hard dealing in 
this caſe, Docter White Biſhop of Wincheſter hath theſe vers 
ſes written as Camden affirmeth fo 198, ;

Did nat he cauſe a greiuous paine to be oꝛdained, inſo⸗ 
much that who ſo euer did kill any of the ſane deare hs 
ſhould haue his eies put out: wherevpon many refuſing to 
ſataine ſuch an intollerable poke of thꝛauldome as was 
dayly laid vpon them by the Normans, chaſe rather to leaue 
both lands and gods, and afterthe manner of outlawes got 
them to the wods with their wiues, childꝛen, and ſeruants, 
meaning froin thencefozth wholy to liue vppon the ſpoyle of 


the Countries adiopning, and to take what ſo euer came ſicſt 


to hand: where vpen ſhoztlie it came to paſſe, that no = 
might 
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might in (afetie trauel from his owne houſe oz towne fo his 


neighbours,and euery quiet and honeſt mans houſe became 
as it were a hould oz foztreſſe, and was furniſhed foz de- 
fence with Bowes, Arrowes, Billes, Pollaxes, Swoꝛdes, 
Clubbes and Staues, the dozes kept locked and ſtrongly 
boulted, and namely in the night ſeaſon, foz feare to be ſur⸗ 
pꝛiſed as it had bin in time of war, and amongſt publique ent 
mies. Pzayers were made alſo to almighty God by the 
maiſter ofthe houſe fo ſave and defend them, as though they 
had bin in the middeſt of the ſeas in ſome to2my tempeſt, by 
meanes of theſe hard dealing towards the Engliſh nation. 
The people in the Nozth parts of this Realme did rebell, 


whome the Normans ſuppzeſſed, and cauſed ſome of their fands cut ox 
hands to be cut ot in token of their rebellious dealings, and for rebelling. 


others by death to be puniſhed, and toke ſo great a diſplea- 
ſure with the inhabitants of thoſe parts, that he waſted all 
the land betwixt Yorke and Durham, ſo that foꝛ the ſpace of 
90. miles, there was leſt in manner no habitation foz the 
people : by reaſon whereof it laie waſte and deſerte by the 
ſpaccof nine o2 tenne yeares, ſo that no greater miſery in 
the earth could happen then that, into the which our nation 
was now falne. 

Like wiſe, did not he take from the Towns and Citties, 
from the Biſhops and Abbies all their ancient pꝛiuiledges 
and free Cuſtomes, tothe end they ſhould not onsly be cut 
ſhozt and made weaker, but alſo that they might redeeme 
the ſame ol him foꝛ ſuch ſomes of money as it pleaſed him to 
appointe, to obtaine their quietneſſe, and made pꝛoteſtation 
chat as he came to the gonernance of this Realme by plains 
conqueff, ſo he would and did ſeize info his hands the moſt 
parte of euerie mans poſſeſſions, cauſing them to redeeme 
the ſame at his handes againe, and pet retained a parte in 
the moſt parte of them, fo that they that ſhoulde after- 
wardes inioy them, ſhoulde acknowledge themſelues to

Did not the god king lehoſophat when the grat number of 
the A morytes and Moabites topned battell with him, befoze 
the battell began, ſtand vp, and ſaid ; Heere O Iuda and in- 
habitants of Ieruſalem, put your truſte in the Lord your God, 
that you may be found faithfull, giue credit to the prophet and 
ſo ſhall you proſper, and their enimies were onerthzowne 
without ſtroke amongſt them ſelues, and with their owne 
fozces conſumed themſelues. Beſides the example of Sen- 
acherib king of Aſſour, who with an hoaſte of one hundzed 
foure ſcoze and fiue thouſand (as the pꝛophet Eſay witneſs 
ſcth)could not pꝛeuail when heinuaded Heſechia king ol Iu⸗ 
da;zfo2 Heſechia did put on ſackcloth, and went vp to the tems 
ple and pꝛapyid, and ſent Heliachym and other pꝛophets to E- 
ſay that he ſhuld pꝛay to God foꝛ them and God ſent his An⸗ 
gels, who ſlew the Aſlirians hoaſt. Wherby it doth appear, 
that it is not the great multitude of men of war, hozles, £ 
chariots, but the loꝛd God that gineth vico2y in battell, who 
is called the loꝛd of hoſtes, who euer fighteth fo2 his owne 
people, and neuer leaueth them diſtitute that put their truſt 
in him. 

Theſe are leſt to vs foz examples, that we ſhould not put 
truſt in our owne fozces and ſtrength, but repoſe our confl⸗ 
dence in him that hath made all, and therfoze hath power of 
al things. he muſt keep and defend the City oz els the watch⸗ 
men that kepit watch in vaine, as the pzophet ſaith, and ſq 
he muſt aide and ſight foz vs, oz elſe we cannot _ . 
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And againe heſaith, O helpe vs againft the enimp, foz 
vaine is the helpe ol man, thꝛough God wee ſhall doe great 
things, & it is he that (hall tread downe our enimies; There 
tx no king that can bee ſaued by the multitude of an hoaſt, 
neither is any mightie man deliuered by much frength. A 
hozſe is counted but a vaine thing to ſaue a man, neither tha! 
he deliuer any man by his great ſtrength. Be hold the eie of 
the Lo2d is vpon them that feare him, and vypon them that 
put their truſt in his mercy, And pet we may not leuue fo2- 
ces and other ordinarp waics deuiſed and 0zdamed foz de⸗ 
lente, but muſt vſe them as the ſaid godly Kings and pzinces 
did againſt their enimies, ulwaies hoping in the gratious 
aid and aſliſtance of almighty God, and if he be on our ſide 
who is againſt vs, as the Pꝛoph. ſaith, The Loꝛd is on my 
fide J will not feare what man deth vnto me. |

which happen where the enimy doth pꝛeuaile, and the great 
pꝛeparation which they haue made to bzing vs vnder their 
ſuviectious and bondage, if ever we will ſhew our loyalties

into this land ſtragers to ſubdue þ ſame;a nation, who where 
they do onercome,ſhew themſelues moſt cruell x tyꝛannous, 
and do ſeeke to fill the apze with hozrible blaſphemies,+4 whoſe 
abhominable incontinencies do reach to the heanens, aſking 
bengeance at the hands of God. Flaunders can well witneſſes 
it: Portingall hath pzoned, Hiſpaniola can witneſſe, « the; other 

p:ouinces of India can teſtiſie. 
And where amongſt all nations it hath bene accounfed a 
molt honozable thing,. foꝛ men to giue their lines foz their coũ⸗ 
trep, and to dye in the defence of their temples, Altars,+ mo⸗ 
numents of their elders, you ſ@ke to ſe& your countrey bathed 
with the bloudofyour parents, wiues and childzen, kind2ed, 
and friends , to ſ& your Cities x temples conſumed with fire, 
and the monuments of your aunceſters defaced, your wines, 
daughters, virgins defloured and rauiſhed afoze your faces, 
and to bzing this realme , which is famous amongſt all Chzi- 
ſtian nations of the woꝛld, fo the perpetuall ſlauerie, ſerui⸗ 
tude and bondage of a fozrein Pꝛince, in whole ſeruice in the 
field though you haue ſund2y times ſhewed your ſelues right 
valiant, pet they accompt you as trayto2s to your Pzince 
andcountrey , as they well may: they regard you not, they 
diſdaine vou: and how hardly you haue bene dealt withall 
there, your owne experience telleth you , which in the booke 
of the ſkate of Englich fagitines is ſet downe at large. J will 
remember ſome: When the Dake of Parma lay in lege at 
Andenard , did not Norris, Barney, Corniſh, and Gibſon(whom 
they had choſen to be their Captaines) with a froupe of fire 
bundzeth Engliſhmen, the talleſt e belt appointed W 
| a 
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that a man mightlightly ſee , offer their ſeruice fo the ſapd 
Duke, their comming being the onely cauſe that the ſapd 
towne (a matter of great impoꝛtance, and on the land ſide as 
it were the key ofthe pzonince of Flaunders) was ſo ſoone des 
liuered vnto him as it was: foz whereas the Duke of Aniow 
and the Pzince of Orange lay vnder the walles of Gaunt with 
ſufficient fozce and deliberate reſolution fo ſuccour the ſapd 
towne of Andenard ( bpon this mutinie of the Englilh ) they 
marched away with their whole army, leaving the enemp 
battering the ſapd towne, which ſeeing it ſelfe fruſtrated of 
the expected ſuccoꝛs, pꝛeſently rendered it ſelfe vnto ; Duke 
of Parma: thence they were dzawne to Winoch Bargen, to 
ſerue againſt þ French x Engliſh, which lay there incamped, 
where they behaued themſelyes with ſuch deſperate reſolu- 
tion that dap, that Monſieur de Balaunſon bzother to the Mar- 
quis of Waranbone was taken pꝛiſoner, that beſides the loſſe 
of many of ther liues , they were in this action a wonder to 
the whole army. But could the pꝛide of the Spaniacd endure 
foheare theſe your pꝛapſes, nay did not they enuie and 


greatly diſdaine if, ſaying: That yon had ſerued rather like They dif 
gyddp headed dꝛunkards then men wiſe and valiant . Foz daine yow 


a further pꝛoofe of valour, ſhoztly after vppon the remoue of 
the Duke of Alanſons army towards Gaunr , the reſt of them 
were likewiſe bꝛought thither , where alſo they gane ercee- 
ding feſſtmony of their valour and courage, namely the very 
day that Sir Iohn Norris made that famous refraite befoze 
Gaunt , who when the Frenchmen fled with a diſo2dered as 
mazement,did with a pꝛeſent courage and ercellent directs, 
maintaine the place with ſach regiments of Engliſhmen,as 
were vnder his charge and withſtanding the Duke of Parma 
with all his puiſſance, who furiouſly charged him, neuerthe⸗ 
teſſe withdzew his men, ſtill holding their pikes in the bo- 
ſomes of their enemies vnder the walles of Gaunt, not with- 
out erceeding damage to the enemy, beſides dinerſe other 
reat ſeruites done to þ ſapd king in the field. But how were 
ep recompenced foz the ſame? were ＋ a great number of 
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them ſaffered to periſhin maner fo2 hunger, could neither 
get meat,no2 their pay,top2zonide foz their need: whereupon 
ſome of them were conſtrained by fozaging in the country to 
reliene their hunger, and were not foure and twentie of them 
taken by the Spaniſh P2onoſt,and caried to Andenard, of the 
rendzing whereof they had bene the chiefeſt meane.e there o⸗ 
penly hãged in the market place? And was not another trope 
of them being thirty in number in a village neare Papering in 
Flaundets, by a company of the Spantards, after a friendly a 
ſouldierlike ſalutation ofeachſide , as they were all making 
merrie together, on a ſudden taken at aduantage , and vnar⸗ 
med, and moſt treacheroullp, cowardly, and inhumanelp mar- 
thered euerie one! whereof, though ſundzie complaints were 
made to the Duke by their friends that were thus murthe- 
red, and by their Capfaines , pet Spaniards being the doers 
thereof, there could be no remedy noz iuſtice obtained. But to 
make them amends, becauſe they wold be the cleanlier rid of 
tbe reſidne of this miſerable trope, the Campe being then be- 
foze Winoch Bargen, wherein lay a migty ſtrong garriſon of 
Frenchmen, they made them two Fozts of purpoſe, in which 
they willingly placed the Engliſh in the vttermoſt part of 
the whole Campe, neareſt confining to the towne,to the end 
they might haue all their th2oats cut(as inded they had in ves 
rie few after) at which time the enemie aſſaulting tht 
with great and they defending themſelues moſt mans 
fally,abone the ſpace of one honre, in ſuch ſozt as the Alarum 
paſſed though the whole Campe yet they were not reliened 
with any ſuccour at all, inſomuch as the greateſt part of the 
being flaine, the enemie at laſt entred, and put the reſidne to 
the ſwozd. To rehearſe the ſundzy and ſenerall calamities 
that theſe paze men,aſwel Captaines as ſouldiers endured, 
during the time of their vnfoztunate ſeruice , eſpecially at 
Gansbecke, Aske and Gauer, would ſceme foz the vnſpeakeabls 
ſkrangeneſſetherof, ſcdrcely credible, foʒ thepneuer receiued 
in all the time ol their ſeruice one moneths pay, their Lieu⸗ 
tenants and their Enſignes haue bene to go bp and 
downg 
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dolone ſickely and famiſhed, begging their bzead, conered on⸗ 

ly with paze blankets andfickesof featherbeds that they had 

rifled in the villages abzoad. And foz a further p2wfe of the 

cruelty of the Spaniards againft the Engliſh nation, when» 

foeuer the foztune of warres hath delinered any of vs into 

their hands, it is ſtrange to thinke with what gredie and vn⸗ 

ſatiable thirſt , they haue deſiced to ſhed the Eugliſh bloud. 

And ſoz examples, at Reſendale, where ſundꝛie Engliſh regi⸗ 

ments being by the Parſhal Byron abandoned and betrayed, 

were by them defeated and ouerthꝛowne as is ſcarcely credi- 

ble, what barbarous crueltie they vſed vpon men rendzed 

and demanding mercte vpon their knees. But admit all cruel⸗ 

tie tolerable during the furie of an execution (though amoglſt 
Chꝛiſtians, and men of noble and valoꝛous minds, there is 

yet a moderation to be vſed ) what bloudy inhumanitie was 

euer heard the like to that which they vied the next day: foz 

wheras the Italians t Burgonians (moued with a ſouldierlike 
tõpaſſion) had take many Engliſh pꝛiſoners, 4 ſaued the from idle 
the fozmer laughter;, vpon the nert moꝛning march, as they murcher oc

were deuided into leut cdpanies,the one _ which was giuẽ to 
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the Carle ot Weſtmerland, who bpon their humble requeſt 
and ſate , was made Cozonell and Commander of them all, 
and pet they would not truſt him, but appointed one Contra- 
ras a Spaniard to be iopned with him, as his alſiſtant, oz ras 
ther as a Paiſter oꝛ Commander both oner him and the regi⸗ 
ment to ouerſet. They ſcozne and hate vou: fog a great com- 
panie of them ſtanding together, ſeeing cerfaine Engliſhmen 
paſſe by, one of them ſayd , that he wondzed what the King 
made with anie ſuch vermine in his countrey.

thy knight now deteaſed ſir Iohn Norris, the kerping of Alofte, 
and being Commuder ofthe reſt of the companies there, moſt 
ftraiteroufly rendꝛed the towne, himſelfe and the whole regt- 
ment /being well neare a thouſand,as fall and well appoin- 
ted men as were in any part of all Europe) to the ſeruite of 
the king of Spaine foz 30000 French crownes : which ſernice, 
how beneficiall and meritoꝛious it was to the Spaniard ; ſuch 
as know thecountrep can teſtiſie ſuſtitientiy: foz by veelding 
of the ſayd towne, they were the occaſion that they got Der- 
mounde, the Saſſe, the fozt of Leyskins, Hooke, S. Anthonies,gS. 
Margaret, the Doore, the beſt part of the land of waſt, c in ma- 
ner Gaunt it ſelt, as the ſequele verie apparãtiy ſheweth; not⸗ 
withſtanding all which ſeruice, were they not within two 
peares ſpace with hunger, the gallowes and other rigozous 
dealings quite conſumed, and bzonght to nothing, as is afoze- 
ſaid. Chey counted fo2 the like iz William Stanley and Row - 
land Yorke , the one rendered vnto the king the towne ol De- 
uenter, the other befraping to him thefozt of Sutteuen. 

As ye haue heard the end ol the ſapd renolted regiment to 
the king of Spaine, ſo pou ſhall heare the end of pcurCap- 
taines and guides, which is ſet down here to the end vou may 
perceiue, that ſuch and ſo great calamities as thoſe, could ne- 
ner haue hapned to them without the apparant hand of God, 
whoſe reuengetull iuſtice neuer ceaſed to purſue the inflveli- 
tie of thole miſerable men, vntill he had taken them from the 
faceof earth:ffrſf Norris chief Captaine and ring leader of the 
reſt, after hee had confldered of the foulneſſe of his fact, and 
withall did ſee the ſcozne and contempt wherein hee lined 
bnder the Spaniard, it w2ought ſuch an impꝛeſſion in his 
part, that bee fell into a kind of lanacy,being in pziſon in 
Fluſhing, and in the ende ended there his life with his owng 
hand : Gibſon riftng out of his bed ſuddenly ( being inman- 
ner naked ) was by a @pani(h * than 
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chzongh the body and ſo died, whole wile ſacd to the Dude 
of Parma foz iuſtice, but the Gngliſh blond was there ol ſuch 
vile pꝛice being ſhed by a Spaniard, that the matter was 
thought not woztbp to be inguired of. Corniſh was in one of 
the lad little fozts at ſuch time as it was ſurpziſed by the 
Frenchmen , where both bhimſelfe , bis Lieutenant, bis 
Enſigne and whole company were miſerably ſlaine and 


mangled.

Pygot died luddenly in the Parſhalſey at London, being 
ſent thither as pꝛiſoner from Oſtend. Daulcon became a Py- 
rate, and was hanged in the Hoꝛzth countrep; Captaine Tay- 
ler was flaine by the Earle of Weſtmerland inthe Spaniſh 
Campe: Capfaine Vincent was hanged, Chenic at Bargenop- 
ſome,Captaine Welch was ſlaine vnder the walles of Roane, 
Yorke, and Williams were executed at Tyburne . Thus vou 
haue heard what it is to line vnder, and ſcrue a foꝛrepne 
Pꝛince. They truſt pou not, fo2 how can a ſtrange Pꝛince 
in reaſon perſwade himſelfe,that ſuchas are traitours, and in 
their actions monſters againſt their countrey , will be faith⸗ 
full to him, but will alwayescarry a iealous opinion ougr 
you:that he will neuer tredit you with any ſeruite of impoz? 
tance, but when he will appoint greater perſons toouerloke 
you. e which l@keth to conquer another countrey. will vſe 
all wayes x deuiſes to attaine bis purpoſe.

Si tamen ſadiris prizes coorta fuerit quam proſpiceretur, ſapientiſſi= 
mos ac ſumma virtutepreſtantes virot, qui populi motut orations 
lenitate ac prudetia regere poſſant, adhibere oportebu: nam qui vin

bus altiſſimis labentem ſiſtere ſe poſſe confidunt. If ſeditious per- 
ſons and rebels be aſſembled together afore it be foreſcene, the 
wiſeſt men, and ſuch as for their great vertue excell, & can moue 
the people with their gentle and wiſe perſwaſions, are moſt mee- 
teſtto be vſedʒ for ſuch (as at the fitſt) vſe force, do as they which 


thin ke to ſtay a great water falling headlong from the high rocks. 


Ak wild beaſts cannot be tamed with ſtrokes, but by gentle 
andſkilfull vſing of them, who can thinke with ſharpe and 
rough wozds fo tame ſuch , as of all beaſts are moſt flerce 2 
The Senate of Rome did very often repzebend ſach as vſed 
fozce to appeaſe the furie of the people, and rather cõmended

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nelle andcunning vſed; to reduce the fo their o⸗

Whe ſedition is raiſed amongſt the common people, in their rage 
firebrands and ſtones flie (for furie doth miniſter weapons) then if 
they ſee by chaunce anie graue man, to be reuerenced for his ver- 
tee and good deſerts, they are ſilent, and hearken to him diligent- 
y, and he affiwageth with his mildneſſe and wiſe ſpeeches their 
minds and rages. o did Pericles the Athenian, Peter Lore- 
dan the Nenetian and others, wherebp it appear eth that ver- 
tue and wildome doth ſometime moze pꝛeuaile in theſe caſes, 
then either lawes, armes, o2 the commandement of rulers. 
And fo reſtraine ſuch rebellious people, and reduce them 
to due obedience, the feare and reverence of Religion, bath 
bene in times paſt of great fozce: foz as Bodinus wziteth, whe T b. ful. 80 
tiuill warres were raiſed amongft the Flozenfines , and : 
great laughter and bloudſhed happenedamongf them in the 
Citie, and no fozce of man could reſtraine the ſame, Fraun- 
cis Soderinus the Biſhop, hauing on his pontificall ozna- 
ments, and a companieof Pꝛieſts attending on him, and the 
Croſſe bozne befoze him, entred ints the middeſt of the Citi⸗ 
zens thus alembled: whereupon they fozthwith foz the fears 
they had of religion, did put of their armour : ſo did Iudas 
of the Yebznes,(when Alexander the great came to High Prieſt,

the citis of Icruſalem with a great boſt)being apparelled in his 


holy veſtiments, met him, which light , and the bzightneſſs

— thought god to ſet downe this imple exboztation, which 
After that Almightie God had deſtroped the wozld foz the 
finneofman , ſauing Noah and his family (who were pzeſer- 
ned in the Arke by Gods pꝛouidente) and that nations and 
people did againe increaſe aud multiply vpon the face 


neteſlarie, god, and wholſome lawes ſhould be foz the go- 
uernment and direction of his people, he gaue the lawes of the 
tenne commandements in the mount Smay, wherein is con- 
tained firſt, our dutie to almighty God, and next to our neigh⸗ 
bour: then he alſo ozdained Kings,Pzinces,and Gouernozs, 
to rule and oꝛder their ſubiecs, and to puniſh the offenders 
thereofby thele lawes, and gaue them power to make lawes, 
as Salomon ſaith: By me kings raigne, through me Princes 
make good lawes.And laſtly, he gaue ſtraight commandemet 
to the lubiects touching their obedience to their Soueraigne 
Loꝛds and rulers, as Saint Paule ſaith, Let euerie ſoule ſub- 
mit himſelfe to the higher Powers: there is no power but of 
God, all 2 chat be, are ordained of God: whoſocuer there- || her 
fore reſiſteth the power, reſiſteththe ordinance of God and they 

that reſiſt, procure to themſelues damnation : for rulers are not 
fearefull to them that do well, but to them that do euill. Wilt thou : 
be without feare ofthe power? do well then, and ſothouſhalt 
be praiſed of him: for he is the miniſter of God ordained for thy 
wealth, But if thou do euill, then feare , for he beareth not the 


them that do euill. Wherfore wa muff obey, not onely for feate of 
vengeance, but for — 2 debe — — Pay tri- 
bute, for they are Gods. miniſters ſeruing for that purpoſe.

Whobath bewitched vou, thus to abuſe 
the great loue and fauonr ofſo gracious a Queene , which ſhe 
hath bozne alwapes, and doth dayly ſhew to her god lubiects, 
to oppoſe againſt her, that is ſfudious to ſet fozth the Goſpell,

hath not bin ſeene noz heard of, neither is to be found in anie be ouched 
retoꝛd oꝛ Cyzonicle of this realme ſithence the conqueſt ther, ore et it 
of (which is aboue 528 peares) foz the like {time of gonern- meer to be 
ment, that is deſirons to raigne with mercie, with loue, with yicedhere 
pitie and tender compaſſion,and not by ty2zannie,noz by effus to theſe men 


ſion of blond, neither alwayes by inflicting the extremitieof 
her lawes vpon ſuch as moſt iuſtly baue deſeraed theerecu- 
tion of the fame: that is mercifull to offenders, bountifall 
to well deſeraers of her Paieſtie and their conntrep: that to 
her great charges hath foꝛtiſied this realme with ſtrong Ca- 
ſtles, and a Nauie.of warlike ſhippes and all other things nes 
ceffarie foʒ the warres in great aboundance,foz the defence of 
her kingdome and people: that hath not laid vpon vs any 
taxes oz tallages , but the like thereof hath bene befoze her 
time, and greater alſo: that hath made god lawes, and ta⸗ 
ken a ſolemne oath in the dap of her cozonation to endeuonr 


her ſelfe that the ſame ſhall be holden, itept,and executed vnto 


all her ſabiects invifferently, without reſpect of perſons: and 
is alſo well pleaſed to be ozdered by the ſame her ſelfe. - 

Jf you conſider the hoꝛrible murthers of great perſons, the 
pitifull laughter of man, woman and child, vy fireand ſwozd, 
the lamentable rauiſhments of maids, wines and widowes, 
the ranſacking and ſpoilingof Cities and townes, with ma; 
ny other miſeries and calamities, which haue hapned, z conti⸗ 
nued in other countreys, not farre hence theſe many peares 
by occaſton of ciuill warres and diſlention, vou ſhall find that 
we haue canſe to thinks our ſelues moſt bound of all nations,

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to the godneffe of God, in that he hath not ſuffered vs to be 
afflicted and viſited with the like: all which haue bene pꝛeut · 
ted, by the great wiſedome and pꝛouidente ol her Pateſtie x 
ber graue Councell. Lhele beſides other inffnite great kind, 
neſſe and beneffites , her highneſle hath daily moſk graciouſly 
beſtowed vpon vs, that moze noꝛ greater no Pzince can ex⸗ 
tend to ber people, and ſhall we now be vnthankfuldfoz the 
ſame? ſhall we y&ld vnkindneſſe foz kindneſſe? ſhall we re- 
compence her daily care  ffudie to do vs god, by ſ@king dans 
ger to her perſon, and perill to her ſtate , which may enlue by 
pour fozcible and violet oppoſing againſt her: There is nothing 
worſe beſtowed, then that is done to the vngratefull and forget- 
full man as Eraſmus writeth. Nihil peius confertur quam quod hoe 
tuini ingrato atque non ſcienti. 

Aman that receineth a god furne (if there be any god na⸗ 
fare in him)will alwayes be thankful,and ſomuch themoze, 
when he is not able to deſerne oz requite the leaſt part there» 
of : king Dauid that receinedmany god things at the hands 
of God,ſhewed not himſelfe vnthankfull,but bzeaking out as 
it were on a ſuddaine, ſayd vnto himſelfe . uid retribuam 


Pſalt16.107 Domino pro omnibus que retribut mihifcalicem ſalut aris accipi 


& nomen Domini inuwocabo , What ſhallI yeeld ynto God for all 
that he hath done vnto me? I willtakethe cup ofthankeſgiuing, & 
and callypon the name of the Lord. 

It is all that Almighty God doth loke foz at our hands that 
we ſhould be thankfall vnto him fo2 all bis mercies eloning 
kindneſſe that he doth daily beſtow vpo vs, as Almightie God 
ſaith by bis Pꝛophet: He that giuerh me praiſe and thankes, the 
ſame is he that honoreth me. And all that her Paieſtie loketh 
koʒ at dur hands, is to be true, faithfull and thankefull to her. 
As there anything that doth moze open the gate to foꝛʒrein in- 
uaſlon, thencinill warres and diſſention? the Goſpell ſaith, 
Euery kingdome in it ſelf deuided, ſhalbe deſolate. Did not Wil- 
lam Dube of Normandie, when ciuil warres x diuiſion was in 
the realme, cõquere the ſame: and likewiſe in Henrie the third 
dis dares when the great warres were betwirt him 5 
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Barons) did not Philip the French king, ſend hither Lewes his 
ſonne with a great number of men of warre , and got ſundzy 
Cities, Caſtels, Townes, and holdes, thinking to haut made 
aconqueſt of this land, and ſo had done, if the ſapd Barons 
(who conſpired with the ſayd Lewes ) had not renolted fro the 
French,and}dzinen them out of this countrey : beſides diners 
other like examples to be found in our Engliſh Chꝛonicles. 
If there be any thing mete to be redzeſſed , do pou thinke by 
this meanes(though pour number were far greater) to haue 
your wils, oz tobe releued: Mo no, aſſure your ſelues, the no⸗ 
bilitie and thouſands of thouſands, ot the god and dutiful ſub⸗ 
icctes of this realme, will io pne together as they ought ) to de⸗ 
ftrop yon , and you ſhalbe ſlaine as thicke as motes are in the 
ſunne,befoze pou ſhall obtaine pour purpoſe : foz it fandeth 
not with the honour and name of a Pzince to be fozcedby the 
ſubiect to do any thing againſt his will: and ſuch ol vou as ſhal 
eſcape the ſwoꝛd, ſhalbe ſure to be executed by courſe of law, 
that is, you ſhalbe dzawne vpon hurdles to the plates of exetu⸗ 
tion, and there hanged vntill pon be halle dead, and then cut 
downe aliue, your pꝛiuities ſhalbe cut off, pour bowels taken 
out of your bellpes. and being aliue, thep ſhalbe burned be⸗ 
foze pour faces:then ſhall your heads be ſmitten ot, and your 
bodies deuided into foure quarters(and as the ble is) ſhalbe 
ſet vpon ſtakes in the towers and higheſt places in god Ci- 


ties and fownes, where it ſhall pleaſe theP2zince to appoint. 


Chus ſhall your carcaſes be meate foz the fowlesof the aye, 
and a ſpectacle iopfull to your enemies, and wofull to your 
parents, kinſfolks and friends to behold : beſides you ſhall 
leaue to your polterities name of perpetual ſhame,ignominy 
and rep2och , that is the names of rebels and falſe traito2s, 
yea rather monſters to pour Pzince and conntrey : you ſhall 
alſo vndo your wife and childzen, in that you ſhal fozfet to the 
Paince all pour lands, leaſes, gods and chattels,beſides your 
blud ſhalbe cozrupted,ſo as none of pour oſſpꝛing ſhalbe able 
to haue oz claime by vou any lands,ashey2es fo pour fathers, 
mothers,0z other aunceſters . And 2 and cozrups 
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tion ok blond ſhalbe as well where pon ſhalbe Caine in feld, 

as condemned by courſe of law. Where haue pau euer heard 

o2 read, that rebels ( whether they haue bene ofnobilitie 020, 

thers ) did euer pꝛeuaile, but haue bin alwapes ouerthzowne 

and bꝛought toconfuſion , whatſoeuer their pꝛetentes haue 

bene: And amongſt many examples J will put yon in minde

Mas not Sy; Humfrey Arundale, Win- 
a = ſlade, Holins, Burie and diuerſe others of the chief of the rebel- 
vencou- tion in the Weſt parts of this realme, raiſedin Edward the 
Rebels in ſixt his dapes, executed alſo as traitoꝛs:? Did it not likewiſe 
Norfolke, as happen ſo to Ket and many others of the rebels in Nozfolke 
Kerando- in the ſame kings dayes , which ſought to haue layed Parkes 
- "1 * 4, and Commons incloſedopen?Uas not Wit, Iſley and diners 
Witts icbel. Knights, Eſquiers and Gentlemen of Kent, who rebelledin 
lion, the firſt yeare of Nucene Maric,q oppoſed themſelues againſt 
the Pꝛince in armes, to ſtay the alteration of religion and her 

mariage with the king of Spaine, executed foz the ſame rebel 

Holin, 1732. lion: and were not aboue fifty of the common ſozt oftheſe re⸗ 
bels hanged vp in London in dinerſe places there? And were 

not ſundzie other Eſqutres and Gentlemen condemned, and 

ſhould haue bene executed fo that commotion, had not Qutene 

Marie giuen them pardon? Mere not the Carles of Northum- 

berland and Weſtmerland, and about fiftie knights, Eſquiers, 

and Gentlemen attainted foz the inſurrettion of the Nozth 

Inſurrection parts of this realme , in the eleuenth yeare of the Qutenes 
inthe North ꝙaieſties raigne ? And was not the ſayd Earle of Northum- 
Holin, 1840. berland beheaded at Yorke ? And did not manie others of the 
ſaid Eſquires and Gentlemen ſuffer fo2 that offence in other 
places ? And did not the ſaid Earle of Weſtmerland, and di- 

uerſe other of the ſaid attainted perſons , fly ouer the ſeas 

to ſaue their liues, which otherwiſe had taſted of that _— 
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And were not dinerſe of the common ſozt executed by mar- 
tiall law foꝛ the ſame rebellion? Che matter is yet freſh in 
memoꝛie ſo that if needeth no pzofe ofthe end of rebels, and 
ſuch as beare traiterous harts againff their Pꝛince. Me haue 
diuerſe examples alſo out of the holy @criptures, and among 
other a notable example of Abſolon, who conſpired the death 
of his father king Dauid, who rebelling againſt him (riding 
vnder a tree) was by Gods pꝛouidente hanged vp on a bongh 
thereof by the long haire of his head. Di whom Ignatius the "WM 
anciet father wziteth, 44/o/on parriciaa exiitens Dei iudicio ar- Epiſt.a.. 
bors appenſiss, cor ers quod male cogit abat, ſagitta tans fixum elt . i 
And ſo you may ſe the vengeance of God on the heart which 
conceiued the treafon, and on the body that executed the 
ſame. Achitophel likewiſe, the miſchienous Counſeller to Ab- 
ſolon in that wicked rebellion, foz lacke of an hangman, han⸗ 
gedhimſelfe; a wozthie end of all falſe rebels, who rather 
then they (hold lacke due execution, will by Gods iuſt iudge⸗ 
ment become hangmen vnto themſelaes Thus it hapned to þ * 
Captaines of this rebellion, beſides foztie thouſandofthe com: 187. 
mon ſozt, which were flaine in the field foz that rebellion. And 
as Þ holy Scriptures do ſhew,ſo doth dayly experience pꝛoue. 
that the counſels, coſpiracies 4 attfpts of rebels neuer tfoke 
effect, but came euer to a moſt hozrible end. Now concerning 
ſuch as haue bin murmurers againſt their rulers, you ſhall 
ſ& what hathhapned tothe: ſome haue bene ſtrickẽ with fouls 
lepꝛoſie, ſome burnt with fire ſodainly frb heaven , ſometime 
they were conſumed with the peſtiifce, ſometime were ſtung 
to death with ſtrange kinds of fiery ſerpents, e ſometime tte 
earth hath opened and ſwallowed the vp quicke, the Captains 
and bands ot ſuch murmurers, with their wines, child2en e fa- 
milies. Then it ſuch ſtrange and hoꝛrible plagues haue hap- 
ned to ſuchſubiects as did but only murmure and ſpeake euil 
againſt their heads, what ſhall become of ſach ſubtects as ton⸗ 
ſpire , arme themſelnes , aſſemble great numbers ofmen in 
armes,+ encourage and leade the againſt their Pzince i coun⸗ 
fris,ſpoyling,robbing x laying as as r god ſabiects 
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as do withſtand them, aud againſt whom they may p2enaile. 
Weare fozbidden by the holy Scripture, ſo much as to think 
euill tothe P2ince,foz the birds of the airc ſhall betray ther t 
with their wings ſhal bewzay thy voyce. At we may not think 
eml, mach leſſe may we do anie thing that ſhal oz may tend to 
her danger, as rebellions do alwayes imply peril to her pero 
ſone ſtate. King Saule was a wicked Pzince, x ſought the life 
of Dauid the ſeruant af God diuerſe wayes, t yet Dauid wold 
not hurt him, no, when he might haue flainehim in his caue, 
bat (aid, The Lord keepe me, that I lay not my hands vpon the 
Lords annointed. S. Paule ſaith, I exhort that aboue all things 
prayers & ſupplications, and interceſſions, and giuing of thanks be 
made of all men, for lings, and all that are in authoritie, that we 
may liue a quiet life with all godlineſſe, for that is good and ac- 
ceptable in the fight of God our Sauiour. o did the people of 
God, which liued vnder Pagans and tyzants, as Tertullian 
witneſleth. If the Pꝛinces be god, they are a great bleſſing 
of God beſtowed on the people: ik they be vngodly x tyꝛants, 
then they are appointed fo2 their puniſhment : vet muſt they 
p2ay foz them whatſoener they be: foz when &. Paule taught 
to p2ay fozrulers,then Caligula,Clodius and Nero ohe were 
no Chzilkians,but Pagans and moſt cruel kyzants) were go- 
nernozs Erulers of the people. When Nabuchodonoſor king 
of Babylon, alter he had flain their kings,nobles, wines echil- 
d2en,+ the people of God x waſted their country,ſpoyled their 
cities, yea and Icruſalem it ſelfe,q the holy temple, and caried 
the refidue with him captine to Babylon, petBaruc the P20- 
phet ot God, exhoꝛted the people being in captinity , ſaying 3 
Pray you to God for the life of Nabuchodonoſor king of Baby- 
lon,and of Balthaſer his ſon, that their dayes may be as the dayes 
of heauen vpon the earth, chat God alſo may giue vs bez & 
lights our eyes, that we may liue vnder the defence of Nabucho- 
donoſor king of Babylon, & vnder the proteQis of Balthaſer his 
ſonne, that we may long do them ſeruice, and find fauor in their 
ſight. A they then pzayed foz tyꝛants and vngodly kings, how 
much moze qught we to pzay to God foz the — 
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and pꝛoſperous eſtate of ſo gracious a Quiene + ſoneraigne 


Ganernour as we haue: Mhat ſhall J ſay of yon *ſhal A call 
you ſubtecs,that aſſemble pour ſelues in this fozcible maner, 
andbzeake the common peace of the realme, and in fedof 
quietneſſe,iop and felicitie (which do follow of bleſſed peace 
and due obedience)do bzing all trouble, ſozrow,diſquietnefſe 
ol mind and bodie, and all miſchiefes and calamities, and 
turne all god ozder vpſide downe, bꝛing all god lawes in 
contempt, and tread them vnder fof, oppꝛeſſe all veriue and 
honeſtie, and all vertuous and honeſt perſons, and ſet all 
vice and wickedneſſe, and all vitious and euill men at liber⸗ 
tie, to wozke their vngodly willes and vngracious purpoſes, 
which were befoze bzidled with wholſome lawes:anddo wea⸗ 
ken, ouerthꝛow, and conſame theſtrengthof the realme , aſs 
well by waſting and ſpending the freaſure thereof, as by 
laying the god ſubiecs of the ſame, and make our countrie 
readie,as it were, to be a pꝛay and ſpoyle to all outward ene⸗ 
mies, and to bzing vs, cur wiues, childzen and poſterities to 
perpetuall captiuitie, lauerie, and bondage: that ſtrangers 
may polleſſe our lands, gods. linings, to our vtter bndsing 
edeſtruction? Though God do often pꝛoſper iuſt + lawfull es

Therefoze baning this occaſion to implop 

bis time in ſuch exerciſes, and now commaunded thereto of 

bis Father, he was erceding glad in his mind, and with all 

the (ped that might be, made bis pꝛouiſion both ot a ſufficient 

armie of men of warre, and alſo of all other things neceſſarie 

foz the furniture of ſuch an enterpziſe,but firſt be toke gend al⸗ 

ſurance of king Deter fo2 the paiment of the ſouldiers wages.

The He- 
rald departed with this anſwer, and came therewith to king 
Henrie, and delinered it vnto him, as then lodged with his 
paiſſant armie at Nouarret, which he liked not: whereupon 
both parties pzepared themſelues to battell,and ioyned. The 
battell was eagerly fought, & the vicozte fell to the Pꝛince. 
There were flaine of men of armes flue hundzed and that 
ſcoze, and of Commons about ſeu? thouſand and fine hundzed 


men of account, but verie few, viz. foure knights, to Gaſ- 
copnes, one Almaine,and the fourth an Engliſhman, andof 
other meane Souldiers not paſt foure hundzed, as Froiſſard 
ſaith, but other affirme that there was flaine of the Pꝛintes 
part about firtene hundꝛed, which ſhold ſeeme tobe moze like 
a truth, it the baftel were fought ſo ſoze t fiercely,as Froiſſard 
himſelfe dothmake repozt. = 

This battell was fought vpon a Safurday, the third of A- 
pꝛill, in the peare of dur Lozd 1367. There was taken pziſo» 
ners ot the kings part to the number of two thouſand, and a- 
monglt them the Earle of Dene, Sir Berthram de Cleaquine, 
the Parſhall Dandrehen oz Dandcnhien, and many other men 
of great account, After the batfell King Peter went to Burgis, 
and was received info the Citie, and ſhoztly the Pzince came 
thither,and there held his Eaſter with king Peter, and taried 
there aboue thz& weeks: in the meane time they of Auſtergus, 
Toledo, Lisbon, Cordeaa, Gallice, Ciuill, ot᷑ all other places 
ofthe kingdome of Spaine came in t did homage to King Pe- 
ter, pzomtfing him to be true to him euer after: fo they ſaw 
that refiſfance would not anaile, fo long as the Pzince ould 
bein the Countrte, 2 
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J note by this diſcourſe, the mightie courage of this noble 
Pzince, that durſt enterp3iſe to diſplace a king of his ropall 
ſeat in his owne kingdome, being there a mitre ſtranger. and 
to encounter him in ſo great an adion, hauing not aboae thir- 
tie thouſand in his Campe, the king being about foureſcoze x 
fire thouſand trong , whereof aboue ſeuen thouſand were 
bozſmen,and in his owne countrep , where he might be fur- 
niſhed to ſapply his want. 

And here J may not omit to ſpeake of the notable and va⸗ 
liant ſeruice perfozmed by the ſaid noble Earle of Eſſex, and 
p right noble Charles Haward, now Earle of Nottingham, high 
Admirall of England, and diuerſe other Lozds, Knights , E- 
ſquires,andGentlemen at Cales in Spame in thethirtie sight 
pere of her Paieſties raigne, where they found fine Gallions 
of the king of Spaines, that is to ſap, the Philip, being Avdmi- 
tall, the S. Matthew, the S. Andrew, the S. Thomas, the S. 
James, thzee Lenantices, two great ſhips of Noua Hiſpania, 
and diuerſe gallies , and 20 marchant ſhips richly loden foz 
the Indies, at which time the Engliſh had fight with the ſaid 
Gallies about an honre , the nert day the Engliſhmen and 
the Spaniards intountred each the other valiantly , which 
conflict continued from ſeauen ofthe clocke in the mozning 
till one in the after none, which was ſo ſharpe, that ſome of 
the Spaniſh ſhips did runne vp the riuer further into the 
country to ſane themſelues The ſaid ſhips called S. Mathew 
and S. Andrew, were taken, and bzought into England, the 
Philip, & another being Uiceadmirall , ranne themſelues on 
ground, and the Engliſh entred the Philip to haue had the 
ſpoile of her, which the Spaniards perteiuing did ſet on fire 
and went out, and the Engliſh men eſcaped the fire with 
danger: e ſome other of their ſhips were fred by vs: there the 
Generall landed about fire thanſand men, and marched to- 
wards Calcs citie, being led by the ſaid noble Earle of Eſſex, 
giuen in the beadof that troupe, whome cerfaine of the Spa- 
niards met ſome on foote, and ſome on hozſebacke, out of the 
citie about halle a mile, but they did not tarie, but retired to 
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the fewne . The ſaid Cerle of Eſcx purſued them reſolutely 
and with ſuch innincable courage tnto their walles, whers 
they played tpon them with their oꝛdinante and ſmall ſhot as 
while, but in the end iht y entred by platne fozce , with (mall 
loſſe of their men, The Earle of Eſlex was one of the firſt that 
entred with many voluntarie Gentlemen, end they which 
entred. were net abeue 1000 men irhich wanne the tewne, 
but there was geod ayde at hand. In the towne there wers 
500, hozſemen, and a thoaſand footmen, be ſides a great num⸗ 
ber of other towneſaen, and great ſtoze of munition, oꝛdi⸗ 
nance and vicualles , The towne was fſtcongly walled „ 
bauing a caſtle Cronglp edified in the midſt thereof, and ſo 
foztified and vicualled, that it was thought impeſſible to haug 
bene wonne without cannon ſhot, and the houſes were all ol 
ſtone very ſtrongly and defencibly builded, ſo as if they had 
ſtcodto it, it had not bene poſſible with a far greater number 
to haue bene ſo ſone ſurpziſed . We toe the ſpoyle of the 
Citie, being very rich in Jewels Plate, Ponep, Cloth ot gold, 
Silke, BSugars, Wine, Dple, Nice, and other marchandiſe, 
which was eſteemed with the loſſe of the ſaid ſhips and gods 
in them, to be wozth a huge ſũme of money. The ſaid noble 
Ear les of Eſſex and Nottingham knowing the loſeneſſe of ſol⸗ 
diers , verp honozably cauſed the Ladies and gentlewomen 
( wherof there were dinerſe in that Citie)with the reſt of the 
women and childzen , with ; oo men to be ſafely conveyed 
out of the Citie , and a ſtraite pꝛoclamat ion made, that none 
ſhould offer to any ot them any violence vpon paine of death, 
and ſhoztly after they fired the towne, and toke the ſeas; 
and they bought alſo with them into England diuerſe of the 
belt ſozt of the Spaniards taken in the ſaid Citie as pꝛiſoners 
to abide their ranſome what the king wall do being here- 
with moued. J know not, but no doubt ber Paieſfiewill pꝛo⸗ 
uive to defend the wozſt , as good pollicie willeth. Salomon

How 
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How moſt graciouſly Almighty God hath dealt fo2 her Pa- 
ieſtie, to defend her t ber kingdomes from fozraine fozces x 
inuaſton, pou map ſer, in Þin the beginning of winter about 
thꝛee yeares laſt paſt, when the king of Spaine had gather ed 
together as great a number of Shippes as he could furniſh 
from all partes of his dominions, 02 could reconer by imbar⸗ 
king all other ſhippes of ſeruice, which came foz trade info 
Spaine oz Portugal, intending to haue inuaded her Maieſties 
realme of England: and yet ſuch was the pꝛouidence of God, 
contrary to his expectation t intftion (by haſtening of his en- 
terp2iſe in a time vnloked foz,to ſurpꝛiſe ſome place in Eng- 
landoz Ireland, befoze ber Paieſty conld haue had her owne 
fozce in readineſie, ſhe ill pꝛouiding to hane lined in peace,

Anie Pꝛince 82 nation, againſt whom our nation hach ſo often 
pꝛeuailed, but that you may by the ſaid examples ſe, that God 
giueth the viaoꝛie where it pleaſeth him, although the ſaid o- 
ther Pzinces be right couragious and valiant in armes. 
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That notwithſtanding the difference ofreligis,or anie other cauſe 
whatſoeuer, we ought all to ieyne together for the defence 
of our Prince and countrey againſt the enemie : with a repeti- 
tion of cextaine la yes, mo chiefly to the preſervation of 
her Maieſties perſon and the fafetie and defence of the tealme.
